REMARKS 

Claims 22-33, 35-38, 42, 57-63 and 65-67 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. It is respectfully submitted that this ground 
of rejection is not well taken. 

Claim 22 is directed to: 

An apparatus for manufacturing a light diffusing structure, comprising: 

a) a transparent or translucent substrate; 

b) a layer of photopolymerizable material; and 

c) means for directing collimated or nearly-collimated light through the 
substrate and into the photopolymerizable material for a period of time 
sufficient to photopolymerize only a portion of the photopolymerizable
